Minority Firms in South Carolina by Gross Receipts Size, 2002
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While smaller in number, Strategic Growth
Initiative (SGI) minority-owned firms, which have
annual receipts of $500,000 or more, generate a
much larger percentage of all the group’s
revenues than firms with receipts under
$500,000.

In 2002, minority firms with receipts of $500,000
or more generated about 69% of all receipts
grossed by all minority firms in South Carolina.

Minority firms in South Carolina were most
concentrated in the following industries: other
services; retail trade; administrative support,
waste management, and remediation services.
